TRUCE VIOLATIONS 

Cairo, June 13.—Heavy infantry 
and artillery clashes in Upper 
Galilee threatened today the three 
day old truce between Israeli. and 
Arab troops in Palestine. Each side 
blamed the other, 

Both said they would defend 
themselves, regardless of the armis- 
tice, unless the fighting ceased at 
once. 

‘Two United Nations truce obsrr- 
vere went to the front in north- 
exstern Palestine, where the sound. of 
shelling was heard all day on Satur- 
day. 

Yor the first time in over seven 
wecks a food convoy reached the 
90,000 Jews in the modern sections 
of Jerusalem. The trucks rolled into 
the Holy City after travelling over 
an alternate route, through the 
sudean hills, which Jewish engincers 
quickly built to bypass the Arab 
blockade of the Jerusalem-Tel-Aviv 
highway in the Latrun area. 

A. Jewish spokesman said the 
convoy was fired on by Asab 
Legion troops on Saturday  after- 
hoon, but no hits were scored. 
Tegion military commanders in 
Jcrusalem objected to the arrival of 
the ‘unchecked convoy, charging the 
ccase-flre arrangement had been 
brenched. .
